Washington, March S (/p)—Bitter 
denunciation of NRA's effect upon 
small business by Senators Borah 
(R-Iadho) and Glass (D-Va) tonight

committee. 


Borah and CJlans, seasoned senate 
debaters, took the floor after Rich- 
berg, 
the 
administration 
spokes- 
man. and members of the commit- 
tee had tossed figures and argu- 
ments at each other for two hours 
over the success of NRA in provid- 
ing work and raising wages. 


Borah 
demanded 
vigorous 
en- 
forcement of the 
anti-trust 
laws 
and a division of wealth, which he 
said was impossible under monopo- 
lies. 


Richberg Testifies 


Glass denounced the NRA law as 
'abominable" and said all the power 
of the government had been used 
"to intimidate and to boycott the 
small industries of this country." 


Senator Ix^ng (D-La) also has* 
tened to add lo critici.sm of the 
NRA in the debate. 


Testifying for the second succès« 
sivf day in the finance «.ommltiee's 
investigation 
of 
NRA. 
Richberg 
contended NRA had provided 3,000,- 
000 new jobs and given a trenien- 
dous boost to total payrolls, hut 
conceded the pressnre under which 
the cotles were drawn resulted in 
many 'doubtful" provisions.

An hour or two after the com- 
mittee recessed, asking Richberg to 
ret urn Monday.

ate floor to challenge the testimony 
of the emergency council head that 
NRA had not harmed small busl' 
nesH. 


"You cannot determine the effect 
of liRA on small business by sta« 
tisticH on business failures," Borah 
said. 


"It is not alone a question of how 
many are actually driven out of 
business, but whether small busi- 
ness enterprises are compelled to 
live iu the ragged edge of bank- 
('ruptcy whilo the larger enterprises 
are enjoying vast profits.
